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Nestled in a picturesque setting on the rich lowlands 
at the confluence of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
Rivers with the headwaters of San Francisco Bay, and 
with the rugged Mt. Diablo overlooking it from a height 
of 3,849 feet on the south, Pittsburg enjoys all of the 
advantages of an ideal geographical location and an 
ideal California climate. 


Served by the main transcontinental lines of the 
Southern Pacifie and the Santa Fe Railways, the San 
Francisco-Sacramento electric railway, and with ocean- 
going and river steamers loading at its wharves, its com- 
manding position at the gateway between the great in- 
terior valleys of California and the great cities on San 
Francisco Bay insures the development and growth of 


this modern city. 


The climate at Pittsburg is mild and healthful, and 
is devoid of extremes. The mean annual temperature 
is about 60.9, and the weather report for the year 1922 
shows 293 clear days and 72 cloudy days. This report 
also shows that there were only 47 days on which there 
was a rainfall of 0.01 inch or more. The climate is a 
medium between that of the coast and of the interior 
valleys of California. 


Pittsburg has fine business streets, good banks, ex- 
cellent shops, modern hotels and theatres, and its resi- 
dence sections are built up with pretty, modern, Cali- 
fornia bungalows surrounded by beautiful lawns and 
shrubbery. The residence sections all have well paved 
streets, and excellent highways connect the city with all 
other parts of the State. 


The public school system is modern, efficient and 
complete. It is designed to meet all of the needs of a 
growing American community, and includes kinder- 
garten, elementary and high school advantages. There 
are three large, modern school buildings to accommo- 
date the children enrolled. Sanitary conditions prevail 
in every department, and a thorough system of health 
supervision is maintained. The best of recreational 
facilities are afforded by two modern playgrounds, cen- 
trally located, and adjacent to the school grounds. 


In addition to the fine public school buildings, Pitts- 
burg has another public building of which it may be 
justly proud. The beautiful city hall, recently com- 


pleted, in which are housed the offices of the city man- 


ager and other officers of the city government, including 
the Municipal Water Department, the Chamber of Com- 
merce. and the County Library, is a fine example of 
modern architecture. 


Pittsburg has a population of approximately 7,000, 
and owing to the progressive business and industrial 
activity in this district, is growing rapidly. It has ex- 
cellent fire and police protection, and the questions of 
the city clean and the city beautiful are given due con- 
sideration. 


During the last few years, several large industrial 
plants have been established here, recognizing the ex- 
ceptional advantages of this location and the extraor- 
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dinary facilities for transportation which contribute to making [5 
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or factory city is not coming; it is here. 


One of the prominent industries located at Pittsburg is the 
main plant of the Columbia Steel Corporation, a $20,000,000 cor- 
poration which controls its own coal and iron mines, blast furnace 
and coke ovens in Utah, and operates its main rolling mills and 
steel foundry, sheet mills, wire mills and nail factory here, where 
approximately 1,100 men are employed. Their steel foundry at 
Pittsburg is the largest west of St. Louis, and the sheet mills, wire 
mills and wire nail factory here are the only plants manufactur- 
ing these products west of the Rocky Mountains. Steel castings 
weighing from a few ounces te thirty-five tons, steel bars, wire 
rods, wire, nails, band iron, billets, staples, wire hoops and fasten- 
ers are some of the principal jrticles manufactured here and 
shipped to all parts of the world. With the development of this 


great industry on the Pacific Coast, where the great Western

tors and cleaning plant, where the bean crops of all 
of the Association’s members are sorted, cleaned and 
distributed all over the world. It is the largest plant 
of its kind on the Pacific Coast. There are the plants 
of the Coast Counties Gas and Electric Company, A. 
Paladini, Inc., and the Western California Fish Com- 
pany. 


Do you like fishing? If so, you will be interested 
in knowing that about two million pounds of salmon, 
about a million pounds of shad, and about four hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand pounds of striped 
bass are taken from the waters in proximity to Pitts- 
burg every year; also, carp and pike in substantial 
quantities. The fishing industry represents hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually in the volume of 


Pittsburg’s business. 


Pittsburg has several good hotels, and notably the 
Hotel Los Medanos, well known to travelers through- 
out the State as one of the best hotels to be found in 
cities of size comparable with Pittsburg in all of the 
West. You will be agreeably surprised at the restful, 
homelike comfort it affords and the beauty of its 


surroundings. 


Pittsburg has two good banks, with combined as- 


sets of approximately $2,250,000. 


In addition to the ordinary advantages of being 
served by three railway lines, Pittsburg has excellent 
spur track facilities, jointly owned by the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe Railways, connecting their main 
trunk lines with the water front, and the advantages 


of terminal rates are enjoyed by Pittsburg’s shippers.
